BOSTON -— (UP) — Harold E. 
- Stassen last night proposed a $1,- 
‘=. 000,000,000-a-year “MacArthur 
‘-.Plan” to bolster Southern China’s 
fa tye and to fight Commu- 
se throughout Asia.. 

- Before a distinguished audience 
that included Winston Churchill,

sion of Europe’s Marshall Plan.

Dr. James R. Killian, Jr., who 
will be inaugurated today as MIT’s 
tenth President in ceremonies end- 
ing the convocation, presented the 
citation and assured Churchill it 
“entails no obligations or duties on 
your part.”

WASHINGTON— (UP) —Presi- 
dent Truman’s plans to stream- 
line the Government hit a snag 
in the Senate yesterday as the 
Hoover Commission handed Con- 
giess the 18th and final install- 
ment of its sweeping reorganiza- 
tion proposal. 


The Commission. headed by 
former President Hoover, believes 
its recommendations, if adopted, 
would save the taxpayers billions 
of dollars over a period of years 
by ending red tape and making 
the executive branch more effi- 
cient and economical. 


But storm signals already have 
been raised in Congress and there 
may be a legislative battle lasting 
several years. 


A sample of the trouble ahead 
came yesterday when the Senate 
Executive Committee voted, 9 to 2, 
to let either House of Congress 
kill a reorganization plan by a 
simple majority vote. The House 
previously had approved Mr, Tru- 
man’s request that any shakeup 
would go into effect unless re- 
jected by both chambers. 

But the Senate group strength- 
ened Mr. Trumtan’s hand on two 
counts:

$543,000,000. Taft said a cut in 
foreign spending, and other budget 
items, is. necessary to prevent a 
tax in¢fease.

Europe’s most pressing need is 
for a rebirth of religious faith to

‘Unless the individual can see! 
security for himself, there can be 
no effective union of European 
peoples for any purpose,” Dr. 
Broyles believes. 


During a recent eight-weeks tour | 
of France, Switzerland, Italy, Ger- 
many and Austria, Dr. Broyles had 
an opportunity to view the results 
of the material aid furnished West- 
ern Europe’ through the Marshall 
Plan, Care and inet group wel- 
fare agencies. 

“This,” he said, anes done much | 
te alleviate the physical sufferings 
European churches 
have risen courageously to the 
yecessity of restoring human faith 

' Christianity, and a continuance 
of our material aid should con- 
tribute greatly to their success.” 

In Hamburg, Dr. Broyles heard 
leaders of occupying countries de- 
scribe the sufferings of the mil- 
lions of refugee people. The refu- 
gee problem he described, as “a 
challenge to Christian peoples, 
everywhere.” 

“They are the most suffering of 
il} European peoples, and an un- 
wanted drain on the economies of 
war-torn countries.” 

Dr. Broyles made his voyage 
abroad as a member of the Over- 
seas Relief Committee of the 
Southern Presbyterian Churches| 
of the United States, and as a 
representative of the Churches 
World Service Group.

WASHINGTON—There are only two or three chinks through 


| which feeble beams of light ever penetrate the dark, mysterious 
| recesses of the Kremlin. One such chink is occasionally opened 
when a Western European Communist leader visits Moscow to 
_ receive instructions, and then returns to report to his comrades 


on the line-up at headquarters. And one of the leading Italian 
Communists, Reale, has just done precisely this, with remarkable 


interesting results 


Reale is known, in fact, to have come back from a fairly pro- 
tracted Moscow visit in a mood of deep depression. His report to 
the other. Italian Communist chieftains was that the world had 
been wrong in assuming Molotov was sure to succeed Stalin. He 
indicated that the succession to Stalin was actually in doubt. 


If Reale is a competent reporter, a bitter struggle

Bulganin, Mikoyan and Vosnesensky, have all just 
been removed from their former official posts and given broad 
directing responsibilities in the same policy fields. Mere func- 
tionaries have replaced them, respectively, as: Foreign Minister, 
War Minister, Minister for Foreign Trade, and head of the state 
planning commission. The changes have been announced as pro- 
motions. At the third corner of: the power triangle, Malenkov has 
been left undisturbed (holding no ministry from which he could be 
formally given a step up). But Beria’s fiftieth birthday has just 
been pointedly celebrated with the very special glory of a parade. 


Prize It is all as neat as a pin, with the honors exactly evenly 

divided between the three groupings. It has been like 
the caucus.race in “Alice” in which everyone won a prize. And 
the prize-giver, of course, has been Stalin himself, an old man now, 
drawing close to the only bar of judgment which even an emperor 
of all the world cannot escape. 

Stalin’s poor health is now a well-established fact. According 
to information which is accepted in authoritative quarters, he suf- 
fered during 1948 from no less than four strokes, of which at least 
one was serious. If this is so, all the resources of modern science 
cannot greatly prolong his term. It is natural that he should de- 
volve his duties upon younger men, and withdraw, as he has now 
done once more, to his retreat at Sochi on the Crimea Riviera. 


Division What could be more natural, moreover, than for an 
aging, ailing tyrant to divide his power in this man- 
ner, cutting it into equal slices, exactly balancing each potential 
heir against his rivals? What could be more in the tradition of 
tyrannies the world over since recorded history began? - By what 
other means, indeed, have men like Stalin generally managed to 
die peacefully in their beds? For what is more dangerous to them 
than to acknowledge a single crowned prince, who may be em- 
boldened_. to seize power ‘by the weakness of the ruler? 


The inner drama of absolute dictatorships may seem insane — 
| melodrama to people accustomed to the dusty, workaday intrigues 
«of Washington, London or Paris. 


But these dramas also have their 
logic, as anyone who reads ° ‘history must realize. The foregoing 
interpretation of what happened in Moscow accords with this logic; 
is strongly sustained by the Reale story; and is accepted by some, 
at least, of those who should know best. If correct, its future 
implications are so portentous that they deserve examination on a 
later occasion and at greater length.
